A FEW  FICxURES  ON  ARGENTINE  INTERNATIONAE  TRADE 


The  Argentine  international  trade  during  the  last  20  years  has  attained 
great  development,  drawing  the  attention  of  foreign  countries  to  its  prospe- 
rity. In  the  last  decade  1903-1912  its  development  shows  an  increase  of  145%. 

The  total  value  of  imports  and  exports  during  the  last  year,  as  shown 
by  our  statistics,  reaches  865.244.725  $ gold,  but  adding  the  ingress  and 
egress  of  gold  to  and  from  the  country,  the  commercial  intercourse  is 
represented  bv  a total  of  901. 908. 153  Thus,  if  this  sum  is  divided 

bv  7.467.878.  calculated  by  the  vStatistical  and  Rural  Economy  Depart- 
ment to  be  the  population  of  the  country,  it  will  show  an  average  of  12 1 S 
gold  per  inhabitant,  a figure  which  no  other  country  in  America,  and  very 
few  in  Europe  have  attained. 

The  growth  of  the  Argentine  foreign  commerce  in  the  last  ten  years 
is  also  higher  than  in  all  previous  periods  and  surpasses  the  most  prosperous 
countries,  as  will  be  seen  in  the  subjoined  table.

There  ore,  the  increase  in  this  source  of  revenue  in  the  ten  years  is  equal  to- 
49.71:  .160  dollars  gold,  or  say  115  %,  notwithstanding  the  abrogation  in  1906 
of  the  export  duties,  which  represented  annually  about  2 ^ millions  of  dollars. 
The  A ealtli  and  prosperity  of  our  foreign  trade  may  be  therefore  fairly  appre- 
ciated without  any  further  comment. 

T le  home  trade  is  also  considerable:  the  value  of  cheques  in  paper 
currer  cy  cleared  in  the  city  of  Buenos  Aires  during  the  year  1903  amounts 
to  $ 1 .764.996.929,  84,  whilst  in  1912  it  reached  a total  of  $ 6.223.569.912,78 
meani  ig  an  increase  of  $ 4.458.572.082,  or  say  252  % in  the  ten  years  (see 
detail5  page  36). 


O ir  commerce  with  foreign  countries  is  also  worthy  of  mention,  espe- 
cially with  the  English  market  which  is,  without  doubt,  the  most  valua- 
ble to  us  owing  to  its  liberal  policy  which  offers  a free  port  to  all  our 
produ  tions. 

T le  data  given  below  shows  that  Argentina  is  the  country  which  has 
more  argely  provided  the  British  market  with  cereals  and  meat  in  1912,  with 
a valuv  of  32  \\  millions  £ out  of  a total  of  88  ^ 4 millions,  that  is  to  say,  almost 
a prof  ortion  of  36  \'.y  %.

\mongst  the  principal  items  of  our  wealth  stands  forth  the  meat  trade 
trail;  formed  during  the  last  quarter  of  a century  by  the  advance  and  energy 
of  tl  e country,  the  improving  of  its  stock,  and  the  change  of  the  primitive 
metl  ods  of  treating  the  meat  which  constituted  the  traditional  system  of 
thre(  centuries,  (jerked  beef,  etc.),  into  the  freezing  and  preserving  of  the 
meats  of  the  finest  quality,  by  the  most  perfect  methods,  and  into  the  nutri- 
tious extracts  and  other  products,  which  are  the  result  of  improved  industry 
and  .atest  progress.  The  growth  of  * this  branch  of  our  activity  is  also  ex- 
traordinary and  is  fully  shown  by  the  following  figures. 

n 1885,  the  year  in  which  the  frozen  meat  system  first  commenced,  all 
the  exports  of  meat  in  its  various  forms,  reached  a total  of  $ gold  6.684.945, 
wheieas  in  1912,  it  increased  to  $ gold  56.502.816,  that  is  to  say,  almost  nine 
time  > the  value  of  the  annual  sale  28  years  before.  In  the  course  of  these 
28  y ‘ars  the  Argentine  Republic  has  sold  meat  to  foreign  countries  to  a 
value  of  564.503.099  $ gold  (£  1 12 -004 .
